The beds of sh le and sandstone s 
prominently outcropping on section 
24 bear unmistakeable evidence that 
the underlying formation, (the Col 
orado shale) should contain petroleum 
in commercial quantity and quality.

Reported That Federal Government 
Will Pay $2 a Ton on Alberta Coa! 

Fer East 
-An Ottawa staff special 
dispatch to the Globe says, under date 
of October 14; 

“The Dominion Government is pre- 
pared to subsidize to the event of $2 
per ton the shipment of another 4,000 
tons of Alberta coal to Ontario, Hon. 
Charles Stewart, Minister of Mines, ts 
in Toronto today with reference to the 
federal government's proposal which 
would make Alberta coal available to 
Ontario Consumers at $11 per ton, plus 
$2.50 the local dealers’ charge for dis- 
tribution. The cost of the coal at the 
mines is, roughly, $4 per ton, and the 
freight Oniario points is $9 
per ton, $2 of which the Dominion 
Government is prepared to pay. 

“The cost of distribution in Ontarlo 
Villages is $2.50 per ton, which includes 
cariage and dealer's profit so that the 
total cost of a ton of Alberta coal ae- 
livered in the Ontario consumer's cel- 
lar is $18.50, as compared with about 
$16 for Pennsylvania coal.”

Scented Chinese Tea Z 
Has Become Popular 


Leaves Are Mingled With Fresh 
Flowers Until Desired Perfume 
is Obtained 

Scented Chinese teas have recently 
become popular with foreigners, ac- 
cording to a report from Consul J, 8 
Huston, IHankow, made publie by the 
Department of Commerce, The scent 
is added by heating certain kinds of 
flower petals with tea leaves. 

In some instances the flower petals 
are left in the tea, while in the prepar- | 
tion of other varieties the process con- 
sists of sprinkling a layer of fresh 


| white jasmine blossoms over a layer} 


of tea leaves, repeating the process} 
the basket is filled. The re- 
ceptacle is then placed aside until the 
perfume has thoroughly permeated 
the tea leaves, which are afterwards 
separated from the petals. This ming- 
ling of the tea leaves and the flower 
petals is repeated until the desired 
aroma ts attained. The tea is then 
ready for packing, 

The manufacture of scented tea cen- 
tres in Foo Chow, The flowers most 
vd are the white jasmine 
and species of magnolia. Scentea 
teas are very popular in China and are
